CONDITIONS OF BUSINESS 


The conditions of business, along with all other terms, conditions and notices 
set out in this auction catalogue, or announced by the auctioneer, form the 
terms on which Jeffrey Hoare Auctions, Inc. (JHA) contracts, as auctioneer, 
with actual and prospective sellers and buyers. These Conditions of Business 
apply to all aspects of the relationship of purchase and sale of property by auc- 
tion. It is therefore very important that you read these conditions carefully. By 
bidding or selling in this sale you agree to accept these conditions, and that 
these conditions shall govern all future dealings that may occur between you 
and JHA. 


You should note that JHA generally acts as an agent for the seller. Any con- 
cluded contract of sale is made directly between the seller and the buyer. You 
acknowledge that JHA is dependent on the seller for much of the relevant 
factual material pertaining to the items offered for sale. JHA can not and does 
not undertake full due diligence on every item sold. Buyers therefore have the 
responsibility to carry out their own inspection and investigations to satisfy 
themselves as the nature of the items, which they are interested in buying. We 
specifically draw your attention to Conditions 23 through 28, which limit the 
extent to which the seller and JHA may be liable.

5. All bidders in any JHA auction expressly waive any claim or right to an 
accounting, damages or compensation arising out of JHA%s failure to 
receive or execute any bid due to exclusion, clerical error or other causes, 
No bids will be accepted from any person who has not signed a registration 
form or bidder sheet. 


6. No minors may participate in our sales. 


7. Ifyou make a bid at auction you do so as principal and will be held per- 
sonally and solely liable for that bid unless we have previously agreed with 
you in writing that you do so on behalf of an identified third party who is 
acceptable to us. In circumstances where we have so agreed, both you and 
the third party will be jointly and severally liable for all obligations aris- 
ing from the bid and the third party shall be bound by the Conditions of 
Business by your bidding as their agent in the same way as if they were bid- 
ding personally.

Paper Money 
French Regime - Merchant “Bons” or “Acquits” 


During the period of the French Regime in Canada, the government of France found it extremely difficult to maintain a sufficient supply of 
coinage within the colony to conduct everyday financial and business transactions. To help remedy this, the French authorities in Quebec 
issued paper notes, which stated a promise to pay a specified amount of hard currency to the bearer. These notes represented the first official 
paper currency within the western hemisphere, initially taking the form of “playing card” money (c1685-1728) and “card” money (1729-1757), 
and later, printed ordonnances (or treasury notes) and printed bills of exchange (1753-1759). 


Of the card money officially issued, only about one-third was ever in active circulation, the balance being horded by the general population. The 
persistent shortage of currency within the colony inevitably led to the issuance by private individuals and merchants of manuscript promissory- 
style notes or “merchant bons,” sometimes referred to as “acquits.” In this arrangement, the issuer of the merchant bons became the centre of 
an elementary exchange system: instead of the creditor drawing orders on a merchant, the merchant issued his creditor a note that was good for 
a specified amount of hard currency. Some of the merchant bons were not immediately redeemed, but were circulated among colonists, thus 
serving as a form of money. This is one of the forms of “private instrument” currency the British found in Canada when they arrived, which 
constituted part of the group of paper currency referred to as “les Papiers du Canada.” 


Very few such French Regime merchant bons have survived to the present day, which probably explains why little is known about them. The five 
examples offered here date from just before the fall of Quebec City to shortly after the capitulation of Montreal, straddling the end of the French 
Regime and the beginning of British occupation. 


The first four bons are composite notes, being in two parts. The first part consists of a promise to pay a specified amount to the stated person 
(or to their order), and is dated and signed by the issuer, Jean D’Ailleboust D’Argenteuil (1694-1787; Montreal soldier and fur trader), who signed 
himself as “D’Ailleboust”. The second part is a statement that payment has been made to the note holder by Jean-Baptiste Amable Adhemar 
(1736-1800; Notary Public, Justice of the Peace, Captain of the Militia, and fur trader), on behalf of D’Ailleboust, and that the debt has been 
acquitted. This second part is also dated, signed by the redeemer, and officially endorsed by Paul-Alexandre D’Ailleboust D’Argenteuil sieur de 
Cuisy (1698-1782; member of the Grand Jury, and fur trader), who signed as “de Cuisy.” In a few cases, the statement is additionally countersigned 
by D’Ailleboust. 


The fifth bon differs from the others: it requests that Adhemar pay “the bearer” a certain amount of money “in paper.” This bon was issued 
shortly after the British conquest, when the value of “les Papier du Canada” was in question, and would not be backed in hard currency, as in 
the past. Interestingly, the bon does not contain a statement acquitting the debt, but is endorsed by de Cuisy as having been surrendered for 
payment. 


The families of D’Ailleboust and D’Argenteuil were among the strongest commercial and military families of the colony of New France. Their 
credit rating was very high over a long period of time, and as their reputation and authority was absolute and unchallenged, signed notes were 
considered credible. After the fall of New France to the British, de Cuisy was regarded to be one of the more notable persons of the colony. He, 
together with others of the “Body of the Noblesse” (which included Jean D’Ailleboust D’Argenteuil), signed the “Petition for British Intervention 
to Secure Payment of the Canada Papers,” addressed to the King of England in 1763. 


Adhemar was also from a well-known family, and carried on in the profession of Notary Public, as his father and grandfather had before him. 
It seems that Adhemar was D’Ailleboust’s accountant as well, making payments to the bearers of the bons, upon redemption. Highly regarded 
by his peers, Adhemar was chosen to go to England in 1783 to urge for a House of Assembly in Canada and to argue for retention of French Civil 
Law in Quebec.

In April, she made a trip to Russia to act as 
an escort for convoy RA 59. She was also present at the D-Day operations. HMCS Waskesieu returned to Canada for a refit in September 1944. After completion in 
March 1945, she again worked up in Bermuda and proceeded to Londonderry via Horta. In June 1945 she returned to Esquimalt for a tropicalization refit but work 
was suspended in August, with Waskesieu being paid off into reserve on 29 January 1946. Waskesieu was sold to the Indian government in 1947 for use as a pilot 
ship. She was renamed Hooghly in 1950.
